HOUSE OF LORDS.

HE Lords Vifcounts Farnham and Carhampton produced their pa- 
tents as Earls by the fame ftile, and took the oaths and their feats amon 
the Earls; as did Cornelius O'Callaghan, Ef; by the title of Baron Lif 
more, and Richard Malone, Efq; by the title of Baron Sunderlin, among 
the Barons. 


Read feveral private bills, 

Lord Bellamont vote and faid, left any noble Lérd fhould think bim 
out of order becaufe no motion was now before the Houfe, he thought 
it proper to acquaint their Lordthips, that he did intend to conclude with 
a motion. He faid, that his defign. was ‘te advert to the propofitions 

which had been brought*forward in this country, and had fo encreafed in 
another as to become twenty. He had, in the firft inftance of their pro- 
duétion, found fault with them; he now declared them, augmenred as 
they now are, to be fubverfive of the deareft rights of this nation. He 
called on the Houfe, as they tendered the rights of the nation, not to 
thus facrifice them. He was no party man: He knew that thefe propo- 
fitions wére to be made, the iuftrument of party, to get rid ofa Minifter : 
He did not with that to be the cafe, for he declared that he was very cer- 
tain that’@n oppofition to them would infure their tranfinifs into this 
country; and he wifhed to deprecate that ; he knew them to be deftruc- 
tive of the conftitution ; and he believed them to be difadvantageous. to 
commerce. He fhould, therefore, mave an humble addrefs to his Grace 
the Lord Licutenant, praying him to reprefent to his Majefty, as the 
confideration of thefe refolutions Had already required fo much time, and 
fo neceffarily occupied the attention of Parliament in Great Britain; and 
as it was impoflible that the propofitions, in their prefent form, could be 
conducive of advantage to either kingdom, but rather tend to the crea- 
tion of jealoufies between both kingdoms, that his Majelty thould be 
pleafed fo to interpofe, as to pracure his Minifters to prevent the tranf- 
mifs of thefe propofitions into this kingdom. 

The Lord Chancellor haying left the woolfack, faid, that he never had 
met with a metion more exteptionable in matter or manner than the pre- 
fent. ‘The propofitions were not at all before the Houfe in a parliamen- 
tary manner, and to pretend to interfere with regard to them, would be 
highly indecent. ‘The noble mover of the addrefs had mentioned ten 
propofitions ; the fact was not (9; there had been eleven fent from this 
country, and they were now in progrefs, as we underftood, before the 

‘Lords in England: But we had no’ knowledge whatfoever of how they 
were to be rectived ; nor, indeed, could we have any authority with re- 
gard to them. He therefore protefted, that he thought it would not be 
a¢ting in a parliamentary manner, to go into the prefent refolution. 

Earl Farnham thought the prefent addrefg not a proper one; but he 
thought alfo, that fomething ought to be done to get rid of the propofi- 
Ytions at prefent. Was the Houfe to go on adjourning from day to. day 
for.the putpofe of waiting for the propdfitions? It cextainly ought not. 
There was one very m ntous confideration which preffed itfelf upon 
his mind, namely, the confideration of how thefe queftions had origina- 
ted. .'In England it had been aflerted that they had been originated here. 
The contrary-was the fa; they had been brought down to the Houfe of 
Commons by the Miniter as the boon of England; and were—fatisfatte- 
ry.to neither county... He: therefore wifhed that the confideration of 
thém, ‘as being of much adyantage, ought to procure a more mattire de- 
liberation. , 

Lord Mountgarret very ably found fault with the prefent meafures, as 
being incompetent to the interefts, and derogatory to the rights of this 
country ; Rows he - peg. either this, or fome other meafure like it, 

it to ed. 

Chancellor here was going to put the queftion, when Lord Hill- 
*Yborough remarked, that it. vas ufual for the noble Lord on the woolfack 
to. demand if the. qneftion thall be now put,’ before he baftened to put the 
gestion 4 upon which the Chancellor replied, that he had not ever, in 
is experience of order, known any furch practice. He fhould, however, 
wait to hear if any noble Peer had aity thing to fay upon the queftion. 

After a fort panfe, 

The Archbithop of Ca/vel went over nearly the fame ground with the 
Lord Chancellor. He faid, the refolutions of any past of the Legiflature 
was, with regard to the other, a nullity; and, by ftronger reafoning, the 
refolution of the Honfe of Commons of England, which was a nullity to 
the Houfe of Lords in England, mutt be in a greater degree a nullity to 
"the péople of this country, who poficfitd an indepondent-Legi 
He preffed this in very ftrong and cogent terms on their Lordhhips, as be- 
ing an infringement of the privileges of the Englith Parliament. 

The Duke of Lein/ter did not approve of the manner in which the pre- 
fent addrefs went to get rid of the prefent altered propofitions. -He had 
in no fhape approved of them, and he thought them ruinous to the inter- 
“elts of this conntry. When he had feen the noble Lords, in the confi- 
dence of Adminiftration, arife in, their places, he had hoped that they 
would declare the intention of Adminiftration with regard to the prefent 
alarming meafures. 

Every man coming from England, (faid the people there} were told 
they alone were difcontented, and that the Irith were well contented and 
fatisfied. ‘The contrary was the faét; and he confeffed he thought it ne- 
-eeflaty to have the alarm rung through the ears of the nation, of the 
dangerous tendency of the prefent refvlutions. ‘They had been obtruded 
pon that Houfe, too, ina manner very ungracious to that Honfe, and 
‘very unconfonant with its dipnity.. They had been drawn forth from 
the bag of the clerk ofthe Hovfe; and handed to their Lordthips. He 
was not ina ftate of health at that time to take a very a¢tive part in the 
bufinefs of the nation; but he did then call the attention of the Houfe 
to the manner in which they had been brought forward ; but that inde- 
cency was nothing to the danget which thefe. refolutions now involved. 
Modified as they now are, they not only again rcftore the fupremacy of 
England as to external legiflation, but deprive this country of every fu- 
ture idea of fuccefs in commerce. 

The Chancellor vindicated the manner, in which the propofitions had 
come before their Lordthips, as being perfcétly parliamentary. 

The Duke. of Zeinffer again vofe and faid, that he had hoped’ that the 
noble Lord on the woolfack had arifen to explain the myflerious conduct 
of the Adminiftration of this couatry. “But he was fated, whenever he 
wifhed for information, to meet with no perfon who chofe to appear as 
the Minifter of this country. ‘The Right Rev. Prelate, wha is always 
ready to vindicate Adininiftration, and to do thé offices of a Minifter, 
. yet’difdains to bea Minifter ; he, too, is filent, whether thefe propofi- 
tions, in their prefent injurious form, were to be obtruded upon this 
country or not. For his Grace’s own part, he wifhed well to both coun- 
tries;~he thought they could not thrive but by a fir bond of reciprocal 
interefts ; but inftead of that, thefe refolutions laid a foundation for fu- 
ture jealoufies, difcord, and difunion. 

Here Lord Earlsfort and the 7 ae a, of Cafhel rofe together; but 
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the Archbifhop requefting to be heard, as he had been perfonally applied 
to, Lord Earlsfort declined, and the Archbifhop fail, that when he had 
made ufe of the words.alluded.to by his Grace, he never meant to fay, 
“« that hedid not with for, the, confidence of a good Adrniniftration. He 
», confeffed that he did defire it, and felt it to be an object of pride and fa- 


te tisfaction to him to enjoy it. . 


_. "The Duke of Leinfter obferved, that his with was te fapport, Admini- 

ftration, whenever he could do it with honour to himflf, and with advan- 
tage to the country. But there were Adminiftrations who had flying e- 
miffaries, who ran from one country to the other, and with. whom to be 
conneéted mutt, to a mind conftious of true dignity,.be an object of dif. 
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grace. 
Lord Earlsfort went over the fame ground with the Chancellor and + 


the Archbifhop of Cathel, as to the impropriety of the pirtfent addrefs;" 
and having obferved, that if there were any fuch perfons as his Grace 
had alluded to, he ought to name them. 

Here his Grace rofe to explain, at the fame time calling Lord Bel- 
Jamont to order, and commencing with an application*to Lord Earlf 
fort, who rofe again, and went on to obferve, that the perfons ‘who 
* had gone backwards and forwards to England about the propolitions, 
were men of high character and great abilitics, and that if there were 
fach perfons about Governmeht, his Grace ought to name them. 

The Duke of Leiafer replied to Lord Earlsfort, and declared that he 
did not mean to oppofe himflfto cither cf thefe gentlemen; the ong ° 
ef them he was nearly conneéted with, the other he was not equally 
well acquainted with ; but he hada very good opinion of his abilities. 
He therefore could not have meant any thing againft either of thefe 
gentlemen. He was called upon by the hoble Lord to name thefe im- 
Proper perfons to whom he: had: alluded, but the noble Lord well 
isnew, that it was unparliamehtary to name any perfon whatfoever. 
But neitherithe firm looks nor the frm words of the learned Lord, faid

J agree with him that time is réceffaryfor the xonfideration of 
the commercial adju(tment, and therefore. moved for an adj - 
nient. ‘The propofitions are pending in the of Lords fill, and

Right Hon. Mr Couolly replied, he had no objeétion to ‘the adjourn- 
ment, but wifhed that in the mean time fome one ‘would watch the pro- 
pofitions from the maft-head. a?

And if equal time ywas te ref aftawed tows, why 
perfevere in urging the cénfideration of the pkopofitions at prefent, when 
from that circumftance there could be no decifion og the fudjeét until 
next feffion ? : 
Mr Forbes faid, that he was:concerned to find, shat a language was not 
held by gentlemen on the 'Treafury-bench on this and the lait day the 
Houfe fat, fimiiar to that held fome weeks before; when gentlemen of 
that bench, and on that fide of the Houte; dtclaved, that if there was 
any alteration, at leaft any material alteration’ #@ the propofitions pafled 
in this Houfe, they would reje& them with indignation, andurefent it as 
‘an infult on this Houfe. .
